The figure was 3,368,- 
000 bushels ; hove the second esti- 
mate made last November and 
1,490,000 above the production in 
1934. 

The low quality of the 1935 
wheat crop due to rust and frost 
| damage is reflected in the gradings 
made to date. The 1935 wheat crop 
| is grading considerably lower than 
the preceding crop 


YIELDS ‘ORE EVEN 

While damage resulting from 
drought, rust and frost was partic- 
ulariy severe in 1935, the av~ ge 
yields were much more even over 
he spring wheat territory than in 
1934. The so-called “drought area” 
was not so Il-defined in 1935 as 
in the previous year, although dam- 
age due to drought was evident 
over large southérn and central 
areas of Saskatchewan and Alberta. 

In Manitoba and eastern Saskat- 
chewan, rust damage was very se- 
vere, although the high proportion 
of Durum in certain districts raises 
the yields considerably. The allevi- 
ating influence of the durums is 
not so apparent in eastern Saskat- 
chewan. Frost damage extends 
over most of central Alberta and in 
northern regions south of the Peace 
river 
FROST DAMAGE 


In northern and central Sas- 
katchewan, frost damage covers a 
wedge-shaped territory running 


south to Gravelbourg. Grasshoppers 
were prevented from causing dam- 


cold weather in the hatching sea- 
son and by rigorous poisoning, but 
their depredations were consider- 
jable in some areas. Sawflies, hail 
jand root-rots were also in evidence 
and increased the variability with- 
in the crop districts.

" Hamlet Cut Off By 


Storms—No Bread to 
Be Had 


PORT FRANKS, Ont., Jan. 24— 

Huge snowdrifts have isolated this 
| tiny western Ontario village and 

today the threat of hunger and 
starvation hung over its 100 in- 
habitants. 

The little hamlet, 45 miles north- 
east of Sarnia on Lake Huron has 
been cut off from rail and truck 
communication with the outside 
world since Monday. Food supplies 
were exhausted last night and @ 
call for aid was sent to Toronto. 

There is only one store here to 
serve the wants of the villagers and 
drifts six and seven feet deep have 
sealed up highways from Port 
Franks to Thedford, seven miles 
away. 

There was no bread in the village 
this morning and housewives had 
only the scanty stores on their pan- 
try shelves with which to feed 
their families. 

Port Franks’ only snow plow was 
called into play in the hope a road 
“outside” might be opened but the 
machine broke down while bucking 
the heavy drifts.

*Lima Bean Timbales: Press one cupful of 
cooked (og canned) lima beans through a sieve 
or vegetable ricer. Add 2 tablespoons of soft 
butter, 2 egg yolks and a half cup of scalded 
milk. Mix thoroughly, fold in the beaten 
whites of the eggs and bake in molds placed in 
hot water until firm, or about 20 minutes. 
Loosen from molds with knife and turn onto 
hot dish when ready to serve. 

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Miss A. N. L. wants to know: 
“Please advise in your newspaper column 
where meat is digested and if it is possible for 
one who has had the stomach removed to eat 
meat?” 

ANSWER: The stomach is not primarily an 
organ of digestion and the principal digestive 
processes tale place in the small intestine. The 
stomach is regarded chiefly an organ in which 
food is stored before being released to the 
small intestine; however, the stomach does an 
important work in preparing protein, such as 
meat, for the next step in digestion, which step 
takes place in the intestinal tract. The first 
stage in the digestion of meat, therefore, occurs 
in the stomach, through the action of the gastric 
juice. Meat reaching the stomach is first acted 
upon by the hydrochloric acid, then by pepsin, 
after which it enters the small intestine in a 
much simpler form than when it was swallow- 
ed. Upon passing into the small intestine, meat 
is acted upon by trypsin which breaks down. 
the protein products even further. By the time 
the protein fragments have reached the small 
intestine, most of them have been absorbed and 
the protein meal has practically disappeared, 
The work done by the stomach in preparing 
protein for digestion must be considered im- 
portant; nevertheless, in those few cases in 
which the stomach has been removed, the 
patient has remained in good health,

THE WORLD UNEMPLOYMENT SITUATION 

According to statistics collected by the In- 
ternational Labour Office at the end of Decem- 
ber 1935, registered unemployment has again 
declined as compared with the corresponding 
figure for the previous year. Thus the im- 
provement observed in the countries concerned, 
for more than two years, persists. 

On the other hand, comparison between 
those two years shows an increase in registered 
unemployment in Bulgaria, France, the Irish 
Free State, Latvia, the Netherlands, New 
Zealand, Spain, Switzerland and Yugoslavia 
The same phenomenon was noticeable in those 
countries, with the exception of the Irish Free 
State and New Zealand, three months ago 

With two or three cxceptions, the figures 
showing the number of workers in employment 
confirm the unemployment statistics. Except 
in Bulgaria, France, the Netherlands and Switz- 
erland, it appears that employment has increas- 
ed in the countries for which fgiures are avail- 
able 

Attention miust again be drawn to the fact 
that the statistics collected only permit of com- 
paring trends. They do not afford any com- 
parison between levels of unemployment o1 
employment in the general countries. The 
methods applied in compiling these statistics 
differ from one country to another and, in some 
cases, the figures are so far from actual facts 
that they can only be treated as roughly signifi- 
cant and not as accurate measurements. 

These points should be borne in mind when

appoint and pay a_ secretary. 
They could not function without 
one. 

The advisory board would still 
have most of the present work to 
do, and always will have 

To have the divisional board or 
secretary-treasurer in charge of 
this work would make the» cost 
of such service extremely expen- 
sive. This surely must be appar- 
ent tg anyone. 

The work of the secretary un- 
der the proposed act would be 
considersble, I believe about 
two-thirds what it is at present 
but for the sake of giving the 
proposed act the benefit of all 
reasonable doubts, I allow only 
$10 for this item, an item which 
1 believe will be nearer $20. 


At $1800 for secretary-ireas- 
urer, $150 for audit, $300 for ex- 
pense of divisional board, and 
$10 for local secretary. or on 
baris of average size district, a 
sum of $755.00, we have a cost of 
just over 49'%$c per quarter sec- 
tion, or an increase of 7'2c per 
quarter 

Two areas in southern Alberta 
are sometimes cited as evidence 
of the lowered cost of adminis 
tering larger areas, 

Take the Tilley East area as 
an example, Figures are quoted

regulations are made. 

One rather unfortunate effect 
of the proposed act will be that 
due to the fact that members of 
the advisory committees ‘will 
practically be only janitors with 
considerable responsibility but no 
real authority, the best ability of 
each district will tend to refuse 
such an unsatisfactory respon- 
sibility and the positions may 
easily gravitate into the hands of 
an element who desire them only 
for what little can be chiseled 
out of local expenditures. 

While the cost of the additional 
inspectors would have to come 
out of additional taxes some- 
where, this item would be spread 
over town as well as country. 
And it must be admitted that our 
schools are seriously under-sup- 
ervised jn the rural areas at the 
present time. 

The most important part in the 
proposal is contained in the pro- 
vision that the board may with 
the adyice of the inspector move 
school buildings, operate or close 
schools, arrange for the convey- 
ance of children and place and 
engage teachers. 

This provision removes all 
authority of local people to affect 
the most important service in 
their community and their lives. 

It even removes the present 
check of the necessity of a vote 
on a money bylaw before a board 
shall be allowed to commit a dis- 
trict to the construction of new 
premises, or other money ex- 
penditures when it proposes to 
authorize the divisional board to 
make such provisions as it ses fit, 
to provide for secondary educate 
ional facilities 

The essential elements of de- 
mocracy in our school system 
undoubtedly would be removed 
and what remains would make 
that discription rather illusory 
and meaningless 

The proposed act looks like the 


fermination of a twenty year 
battle for control of the rural 
schools. Throughout that time 
we have been subject to many 
proposals, campaigns and plans 
with that end in view. 

Rural school districts have 


withstood all these attempts large- 
ly on the realization that once 
they lost control taxes would 
mount very rapidly here, as they 
have done every place else where 
enlarged units have been tried,

Matthew Shaw, Chief of 
Relief Camp Strikers, 
Addresses Parley 


After hearing an address by 
Matthew Shaw, youthful chief of 
the relief camp strikers’ march to 
Ottawa, the annual United Farmers 
of Alberta convention, at the 
Masonic Temple on Thursday, en- 
dorsed a resolution advocating re- | 
peal of section 98 of the Criminal | 
Code, There was no debate, 


EXPRESSES SYMPATHY 
The resolution also included the 


following:— 

“Whereas, as a result of the con | 
centration of young men in relief 
camps, the statement of hopeless- 
ness and despair facing them, to- 
gether with the natural virility 
and aspirations of youth is organiz- 
ed protest against these intolerable 
conditions, and, 

“Whereas, violence is frequently 
fhe outcome of this protest, those 
involved often being mere victims | 
of the economic system; 

“Therefore, be it resolved, that 
we express our sympathy with the 
suffering of the young men impli- 
cated in the Regina trekkers’ strike | 
and respectfully ask the authorities | 
to give their consideration and de- | 
vote their energies toward rectify-, 
ing the system that is the real 
cause of the trouble.” | 

Shaw described the conditions in | 
the federal relief camps and the | 
“hopelessness and despair” of the | 
youths of Canada, unemployed and 
forced to seek shelter in the camps. 


APPEALED FOR AID 

Shaw, whose home is in Regina, |

Sir Henry Thornton

On the morning of Tuesday, July 
19, 1932, Dr. Manion announced that 
Sir Henry Thornton had resigned, 
and that on August Ist, when his 
resignation became effective, Mr. 
Hungerford, would assume the 
position of acting president. “In my 
opinion,” Sir Henry wrote in his 
official statement, “a publicly- 
owned railway can only be suc- 
cessfully directed if the manage- 
ment has the complete confidence 
of the owners of the property, The 
public criticism to which I have 
referred indicates that such confi- 
dence is, at least, not general, and 
in this period of financial depres- 
seon and in view of the further fact 
that a Royal Commission is now 
investigating the whole railway 
situation of the country, I feel I 


should tender my resignation.” His | 


contract did not expire until 1934. 

On the morning that his resigna- 
tion was announced the board of 
directors presented him with a gold 
cigaretie case. “I might say,” 
Henry wrote, “that my resignation 
was unknown to the board until the 
morning ef the board meeting at 
which I resigned 

I had been asked to keep it 
secret. One or two western mem- 
bers may have known of it, but not 
more. 


BOARD WAS SORRY 

The board as a whole was, I 
think, very sorry. As a matter of 
fact I had got on very well with 
them and we had no differences. 
I can only say we parted with re- 
gret and the best of feelings.” His 
private comment upon the circum- 
stances of his resignation differs 
from the public statement. “I re- 
signed,” he wrote, “because I was 
asked to do so by the Minister of 
Railways speaking for the Govern- 
ment. I had definitely decided to 
resign in the autumn in any case 
(or as soon as the Royal Commis- 
sion reported, as I did not think it 
fair or good manners to precipitate 
something that might even remotely 
embarrass the commission). I had 
come to this conclusion because I 
had in some curious way excited 
the hostility of the government and 
did not have its goodwill nor sup- 
port. Under such conditions I was 
no good to anyone. 

However, the minister beat me to 
it and as I have never been an 
undesired servant in any household 
I resigned and that was all there 
was to it.” On the next day Lee 
Hummel! followed his chief and 
handed in his resignation. 

Winnipeg Free Press drove 
through the immediate and obvious 
implications of Sir Henry's resig- 
nation to the tragedy which lay 
beneath: 

“Within a month of the change of 
government (in 1930) control had 
been moved from Montreal to Ot- 
tawa; and since then Sir Henry 
Thornton has lingered on the scene, 
a tragic and futile figure. 


NOT IN EVIDENCE 

“The expectation that Sir Henry 
would stay in command of the road 
and go down fighting with his flag 
flying was soon found to be based 
upon an estimate of qualities which 
in the hour of stress were not in 
evidence. His administration was 
vulnerable by regson of courses 
and weaknesses which looked in- 
significant against the brilliant 
background of the successes of his 
triumphant years but which, in the 
setting arranged for their display 
by his pursuers in the years of dis- 
illusionment and depression, un- 
doubtedly had a damaging effect 
not only on the public mind but on 
the affectionate regard in which he 
had been held by the rank and 
file of the Canadian National ser- 
vice, 

“It was time for the sorry farce 
to esid—for Sir Henry ‘Bhornton to 
depart from the railway which had 
already passed from his control and 
whose interest he could no longer 
defend, But even now when de- 
traction has done its worst, and still 
more certainly in retrospect, fair- 
minded Canadians will recognize 
that striking a balance between 
what he achieved and his off-setting 
deficiencies and defects the country 
is in his debt for a servicg of a 
value not to be estimated, which it 
is doubtful whether any other man 
could have rendered.”
